Dr. Westmoreland’s resignation was 
tendered to the-state board of health 


during the past twelve months, and the 
figures for those show the most re- 
markable dry spots within fifty years. 

The first was frem January 1, of this 
year, up to and including September 
26. The normal rainfall for that period 
would have been 38.57 inches. How- 
ever, there was only 24.29 inches. of 
rainfall, or a deficiency of 14.28. 

The second period was from July, 
1910, to June, 1911, covering twelve 
months. 

From July, 1910, though the month 
of December, the total rainfall was 
12.73 inches, or a deficiency of 10.29. 
From January to June 31, the rainfall 
was 15,88 ‘inches, or 10.96 below the 
normal. 

The total rainfall for the period of 
twelve months was. 28.11 inches, show- 
ing a. deficiency of 21.25, which 
amounts approximately to 43 per cent

Mr. von Herrmann is of the opinion 
that all crops except cotton were seri-| 
ously damaged by the dry weather. | 

“At the time we had the dryest 
weather, Ma yand June,” said he, “cot- 
ton was just at the stage where it 
could stand it, and réally profited by 
it. Other crops, however, and espe- 
cially truck farms, were damaged to 
@ great extent. 

“It is frequently the case that a 
period of drouth, entire absence of 
rain, is preceded and followed by very 
light precipitation, having hardly an 
appreciable influence on vegetation, 
and the duration of drouth May cor- 
rectly be extended to include dates 
with small\amounts of precipitation if 
in the aggregate they do not exceed, 
say, % an inch.. The following are a 
few of the most remarkable records in 
Atianta:

'.I wish to correct this, and state that 
it is my intention to vote for the com- 
Promise charter. I am confident that 
the acceptance of the charter will be

ness conduct is honey-combed with in- 
efficiency—an inefficiency due not so 
much to the men as to the system. 

It is not true that the présent sys-| 
tem affords a gentiine representative 
government. It clings to and follows 
the line long ago abandoned in our 
presidential elections—formerly the 
electors actually selected the presi- 
dent. Today the people would revolt if 
their right to vote for the présidential 
candidates was taken from them. 
Boards Are Deaf to Voters’ Appeals. 

The city ig ruled by boards, but the 
board members—certainly the majority 
of them-—are deaf to requests of the 
voters. And the boafds furnish splen- 
did first aid to nepotism. Witness the 
fight against Dan Carey by a clique 
who wanted to infest the park depart- 
ment with kinsmen of their own or of 
ecouncilmen. To the system this can 
be blamed, 

If the present system is so thorough- 
ly representative, why. the necessity 
for ward clubs, and similar organiza- 
tions? If-the present system is rep- 
resentative, why was David Yarbrough, 
who was selected by two of three of 
his council members and indorsed by 
several hundred voters of his ward, de- 
feated for the water board by a man 
named by a councilman from the sev-, 
enth ward? 

Why blame Alderman Maddox for 
grabbing every possible contract? The 
system, backed by a decision of the 
city attorney, permits it to be legalized, 
It is simply a question of wiping out, 
not just Messrs. Maddox and Mayson, 
but the system. 

Recently Alderman Chambers in an 
advertisement bewailed the mud-spat- 
tered cottages of the peor and the un- 
paved streets in certain districts. He 
is doubtless correct, but— 

Why has not forty years under the 
present system sufficed to remedy this 
condition? Why have not these streets 
been paved? Why are these cottages 
mud-bespattered? It is because “the 
poor,” as Mr. Chambers designates 
them, are not fancied until voting time 
comes around, 

Insineerity of Opposition. 


But above all, and beyond everything 
in this charter fight protrudes Tike a 
danger signal the insincerity of the 


majority of the leaders who are sot 


valiantly attacking a move forward, 
Was it Judge George ‘Hillyer who 
fought the proposal to present the 
original commission charter to the peo- 
ple, and in fighting said that the peo- 
ple were not equipped to vote on so im- 
portant a measure? And then when it 
appeared that a: compromise charter 
was about to be adopted without a 
vote of the people, was it the same 
Judge Hillyer who demanded that the 
peopie should be allowed to vote -be- 
cause it was too important a measure 
to gO through without the sanction of 
the voters? 

Today you find men opposing the 
compromise charter because it has no 
proper recall, because it has provided 
@ board of education—they would be 
for it, they say, but for these features. 
Would they? They would not. Such 
talk is the concentrated essence of in- 
sincerity. What is wished for by the 
majority of those who oppose the char- 
ter is a continuance in office.-that a 
little patronage may lend some power 
in petty. ward politics. That is the 
Plain truth, or else the situation is 
even worse. 


Why Should They Cateh the Laboring 
Manf 


If you chance to be a laboring man— 
a worker whose home is today bearing 
the burden of assessments and has 
been for forty years—ask yourself 
why has there been no move before to 
readjust the burden of taxation? Why 
have the advocates of the old system 
suddenly acquired a deep affection for 
the small property: owner, after having 
discriminated against him for two 
Score years? Judge Hillyer ts a leader 
in this fight for the old system—the 
old sytem which now promises higher 
assessments on central property. An- 
swer this question to yourself and 
honestly: 

“Since it is true that Judge Hillyer 
owns one piece of central property, the 
true market value of which is nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars, do you be- 
lieve that he thinks the assessment on 
central property is going to be raised 
if the present system continues ‘en- 
trenched in power?” 

For myself—and I believe that I can 
truthfully say that the laboring man 
has no more consistent friend, nor one 
who has shown more fairness in the 
treatnient of his own employees—lI 
urge every working man and every 
small home owner to vote for the com- 
promise charter. It is the workingman 
—-no matter what his line—who is the 
real builder. He has in this proposed 
Plan a panacea for a number of ills. 
Today the workingmen are in the po- 
sition of the separated sticks, their 
strength scattered through ten wards. 
With the opportunity to amalgamate 
and vote as a whole in every city elec- 
tion they will have the strength to 
call to a reckoning any men who might 
seek to continue the program of the 
past forty years and still leave the 
cottages of the poor mud-bespattered 
and their streets unpaved, 

Do not be deceived by the phrases 
put out by the advocates of the present 
system, for their dire predictions are 
based on dreams and their arguments 
are fathered by their imagination. Let 
us go forward a great stride today by 
accepting the proposed new charter.

MR. GORMAN’S SPEECH. 


(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

On all the subjects usually regardeé 
as delicate by nominees for office who 
have had the support of a political ma- 
chine, Mr. Gorman’'s speech is_ refresh- 
ingly frank ang free from evasion. 

The chief source of alarm about Mr. 
Gorman’s election has been the mis- 
chief that might result from appoint- 
ments dictated by the city machine. It 
has been feared that Mahon’s insist- 
ent support of Gorman would be con- 
strued as entitling the city boss to 
control at the two points which touch 
the vitals. of ring rule—police and 


liquor license administration. Of this 
matter Mr. Gorman says: 

“In the selection of boards, like, for 
example, the liquor Hcense board of 
Baltimore city, I shall not hesitate, re- 
gardless of political pressure, to re- 
tain men who havté demonstrated their 
independence and superior fitness, and 
I shall appoint no man to any board 
or any office whose pledges to me and 
whose standing in the community are 
not a guarantee that politics will not 
enter into the performance of his 
duties, and the whole state shall know 
why I appoint him. I may say also 
that if I am elected I propose to re- 
move the police of Baitimore still fur- 
ther from the possibility of political 
influence than they stand today. 
think that every policeman ought to 
understand that he nas nothing to 
think of except the performance of his 
duty. Any pull or influence ifs de- 
moralizing and degrading, and should 
be gotten rid of root and branch.” 

That is pretty straight talk, but it 
might be considered a glittering gen- 
erality without the declaration in the 
preceding paragraph ang the one which 
follows—declarations that would make 
it impossible for Mr. Gorman to put 
in the kind of “good men who do bad 
things’”’ without being thereafter 
obliged to wear the brand of arrant 
hypocrisy. As to the personnel of the 
police board he says: 

“It will be my endeavor to put men 
on the police board who not only are 
in sympathy with this idea, but whose 
views are known and whose names 
will be a guarantee of the strictest 
non-political administration.” 

This declaration makes it impossible 
for Mr. Gorman to appoint complacent 
respectables without being caught at it. 

Mr. Gorman then goes on to justify 
the policy he eénunciates on party 
grounds in this clear and forceful lan- 
guage: j 

“There is no possible good to the 
democratic party in eny connection be- 
tween politics and two / important 
branches of poet por phe a. oe 

olice and excise boar ca 
help, it can only mfjuré, the demo-| 
cratic party to interfere~in the re- 
motest way with the machinery of law 
and order. “The people of Baltimore 
have shown over and over again that 
they will not tolerate such interfer- 
ence.” 

And, finally, the democratic nominee 
thus submits himserf to public cross- 
examination chabert to check and guar- 
antee the sincefity .r his purposes in 
the matter of &ppointments: 

“Tl have tried to treat this subject 
with the utmost clearness and frank. 
ness, and I hold myself ready at al) 
times specifically and categorically to 
give public assurance of my purposes 
with regard to appointments in Balti- 
more city.” ;

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\CIGAR MAKERS ~~ 
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VERGE ON STRIKE 


15,000 Employees in Tampa 
Factories Demand Their 
Usual Free Smokers. 


Tampa, Fla., September 26.—As a re- 
sult of the decision of the internal 
revenue department to enforce the law 
requiring duty on all manufactured 
cigars, whether consumed in a factory 
or elsewhere, Tampa is again threaten- 
ed with a disastrous strike of its 15,000 
cigarmakers tomorrow. 

The effect of the decision of the 
revenue department has been to dis- 
continue a practice in the local fac- 
tories, which. is as old as the clear 
Havana cigar manufacturing business 
itself, the giving of smokers to the 
workmen. 

Notices have been posted in all of 
the factories notifying employees that 
they will take cigars from their work 
benches at their own risk. These no- 
tices have been construeg by the work- 
men as meaning that the manufactur- 
ers have been responsible for the en- 
forcement of the law enacted in 1864. 

A meeting of the jointadvisory board 
of the five’ local unions was held to- 
night, but members of the board de- 
clined to give out any Information as 
to the decision reached. From  un- 
official sources it was announced that 
all of the workmen will be called out 
tomorrow pending some agreement 
with the manufacturers whereby the 
workmen will either be allowed to have 
the usual number of smokers or a 
laise in the wage scale equivalent t» 
the amount of the smokers usually al- 
lowed each man.

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“Georgia roads are the best I have 
foung in the south, and I ascribe their 
fine condition largely to the work done 
by The Constitution in the good roads 
movement,” said J. E. C. Edsall, brown 
and healthy, who arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday morning in his Staver-Chi- 
cago “40,” completing a run of 2,500 
miles, made during @ month’s tour be- 
tween Chicago and Atlanta. 

Mr. Edsall is not a stranger in Geor- 
gia, nor ig he unfamiliar with the 
roads of this state, ag well as those 
of other sections of the south, for it 
was he who accompanied Frank Wel- 
don in the 1910 scout around the state 
prior to the ‘Round-the-State Tour. 
In this way he became thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the highways of Georgia, 
and is thus in much better position to 
compare its roadg to other highways. 

“I left Chicago nearly a month ago,” 
said Mr. Edsall, in speaking of his 
trip, “and have just idled slong. I had 
accepted the southern sale agency for 
the Staver-Chicago car, a new arrivais 
in the southern motor ear market, and 
decided to come down in the car which 
I will use for demonstrations in At. 
lanta. Leaving Chicago at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon, I arrived at Gary in 
a short time, and from there to Ham- 
mond, Ind. Though it was late, I de- 
cided to complete the trip to I ee 
Olis, and rie that sity at Be 
after riding all night. : 

“J left Indianapolis at 9 o'clock, two 
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hours after I had arrived, and ¢ot to 
‘Cincinnati, completing the trip from 
Chicago to Cincinnati in about twenty 
heurs of actual running time. 

“When I left Cincinnati, after a stay 
of several days, and got over into 
Kentucky, the roads began getting 
bad. I went by way of Lexington to 
Louisville, and from Louisville I 
Started for Nashville, Tenn. The 
Tennessee roads are undoubtedly the 
limit. Nowhere, except in a few rare 
Spots, did I find even decent road- 
ways. And in most cases they are lit- 
tle more than mountain trails. 

“From Nashville I went to Hunts- 
ville, Ala., by way of Shelbyville. 
The roads continued to be rotten, but 
were worked and promised to be in 
fine condition some day. I went to 
Chattanooga from Huntsville, passing 
through Gurley and Scottsboro. The 
roads through Woodville and Painted 
Rock were the worst I have ever seen, 
being little better than beds of streams 
in a rocky country. 

“When I approached the Georgia line 
after leaving Chattanooga, however, 
I could distinguish a difference, and 
when I crossed the line it was as 
though I had stepped from Tennessee 
into [llinois. The Georgia roads are 
the best ever, and [| doubt if any 
southern state can beat them.” 

Mr. Edsall will establish agencies 
for his car and make his headquarters 
in Atlanta. He expects to make many 
more trips over Georgia roads, how- 
ever, and feels that he can do so 
without taking along a bunch of extra 


tires.

With the election of three rura! 
{school supervisors ang a state school 
auditor and the discussion of plans 
for reorganizing the school system of 
the state, the new state board of edu- 
cation, authorized by act of the last 
‘legislature, met in the office of State 
School Superintendent M. L. Brittain 
yesterday and perfected organization. 

All the members of the new board 
were present as follows: Governor 
Hoke Smith, Superintendent Brittain, 
Judge Thomas G. Lawson, Professor 
J. T. Langston, Professor Jere M. 
Pound and Professor T. J. Woofter. 

Immediately after the board con- 
vened Judge Lawson was elected vice 
chairman of the board, Governor Smith 
serving in the capacity of ex-officio 
chairman. 

On recommendation of the state 
school superintendent, C. Cc. Buch- 
anan, of Waycross, president of the 
South Georgia Auditing Company, was 
elected auditor at a salary of $2,000 a 
year and expenses. 

“This position was created by the last 
general assembly and the auditor has 
the duty of examining the accounts of 
all school systems, county, city and 
collegiate, which receive state funds 
for education. This is the first time 
there has been such an official, He 
is to begin work as soon as possible 
under the direction of the state super- 
intendent. 

Three school supervisors were ap- 
pointed as follows: Miss Celeste Par- 
rish, long identified with the teacher 
training work at the State Normal 
school; Professor M. L, Duggan, coun- 
ty superintendent of schools of Han- 
cock county; Professor F, E. Land, 
superintendent of the Dawson schools. 
The work of these three officials is to 
look after teachers’ institutes ang aid 
the state superintendent in more 
Glosely supervising school conditions 
in the various counties of the state. 

It was decided that section 21 of the 
new law, requiring those teachers in 
local systems who have never stood 
examination and received licenses to 
qualify should not be strictly enforced 
until the close of the present year’s 
work. 

Professor Woofter and Superintend- 
ent Brittain were appointed a commit- 
tee to arrange for an examination and 
system of certification and report as 
s00n as practicable to the board. 

The board decided to take up at 
once the reorganization of the school 
system of the state as provided for 
under the new law and will push it to 
completion as rapidly as possible. The 
board will hold another meeting some 
time in November, when a course of 
study for all common schools and high 
schools of the state receiving state aid 
will be outlined. They will probably 
select and make out a list of textbooks 
to. be used.

SUPPLY AND DISTRIBUTION 


Cotton Statistics 
Census Bureau. 


September 26.—There 
was an increase of more than 12 per 
cent in the supply of raw cotton in 
the United States during the cotton 
year, which ended August 31, 1911, ac- 
cording to the census bureau's prelimi- 
nary report on the supply and distri- 
bution of cotton issued today. The 
supply amounted to 13,655,479 bales, 
compared with 12,188,021 bales for the 
previous year, when there was a de- 
crease of 20 per cent from that avail- 
able in 1909. 

Notwithstanding the increase in the 
total supply the consumption of cotton 
in the United States. showed a _  de- 
crease of slightly more than 2 per cent 
over last year, and was the smali- 
est consumption during the past three 
years, it being 4,696,316 bales. 

It was said semi-officially that the 
high price of raw eotton during the 
year was principally the cause for the 
decreased consumption. This con- 
sumption during the year was larger 
in the cotton growing states than the 
previous year. while in all other states 
it was smaller. 

During the cotton year the exports 
were 22 per cent greater than in 1910. 
the amount being 7,718,414 bales, com- 
pared with 6,339,028 bales a year ago. 
This year was the fourth largest ip 
the history of the export trade 

The net tmports include@qd more than 
52 per cent, the total amount, 231,191 
bales, being greater than any year in 
the history of the industry.

“It is the esent and contemplated} 
plans of administering the city gov- 
ernment to the best interests of all 
the people. It is not a question of 
contest between the rich and the poor 
—the rich advocating the new charter 
to oppress the poor; both have equal 
interests and their interests are the 
same. It is a question of the moral, 
intellectual and financial betterment of 
the whole community. 


Charter Like Crasy Quilt. 


It must be conceded by both sides} 
that vital changes in our city govern- 
ment are imperatively demanded. The 
old, patched-up charter that we are 
now operating under has been amend- 
ed so many times that it is like a crazy 
quilt. The truth is, that it ds like a 
garment that the boy has outgrown; it} 
cannot be enlarged, but calls for a new 
one. When Atlanta was a small place 
the councilmen and aldermen could + 
have actual supervision of its streets 
and police service, bur now we have 
many new streets, waterworks, elec- 
tric lights, etc.,, which not only call for 
constant attention, but expert knowl- 
edge of the things tn hand, and it. is 
nigh impossible for the council to give 
it that intelligent attention which the 
various departments demand. 

This was realized years ago, from 
time to time, and hence the establish- 
ment of the various boards and the 
city has continued to grow until these 
boards, which are. composed of some 
of the best citizens, without any com- 
pensation, are no longer equal to the 
exigencies of the situation, and then it 
must be admitted by those who have 
kept any track of the history of these 
boards that their inefficiency has been 
crippled by the introduction of poli- 
tics and favoritism to friends. 


Factions Have Hurt Boards, 


The police board especially was for 
years divided into factions, so was the 
water board, the latter so much s0 
that one of the best men, in my judg- 
ment, who was on this board, was 
ousted from it. I refer to Judge George 
Hillyer. He will remember the fight 
that he and I, as assistant attorney, 
made to try to recoup the damage the 
eity had sustained in the purchase of 
water pipe by the water board from a 
trust syndicate. Nobody ever knew 
or could know how much the city lost.

These are plain starements, but I be- 
lieve them to be true and they are 
stated by one who is not a stranger to 
one present system and its administra- 
tion.

This condition of affairs became 580 
convincing and transparent that the 
present. council saw it ang acted in 
View of it by preparing what they 
called a new charter for Atlanta, and 
asketi the legislative representatives to 
pass it. In this new charter the coun- 
cil was to be cut in half, leaving: ten 
councilmen and five aldermen, and this 
was to be submitted to the vote of the 
people. Of course, the council was inj 
favor of it or it would have not havel 
asked for it to be passed. This .was 
met by the commission charter peo- 
ple with a request ‘that the council 
ask e legislature to pass it and. it 
contained a promise.that the whole 
thing be submitted to the people. This 
the council refuse@ to do and the fight 
was brought to the legislature, but 
the members from Fulton would not 
introduce the commission charter until! 
2¢ per cent of the voters requested it, 
which was done, and it was also intro- 
duced. Then came the effort to _rec- 
oncile the conflicting contestants in 
ir order to have peace and it was 
thought by some that there would be 
rno fight, but it seems we opened a 
“Randora’s box.” 


No Necessity for Fight. 


I cannot, for the life of me, see the 
necessity of this fight. Of course the 
new charter is not perfect—nothing 
that man ever made is perfect, but it 
like the old one, can be amended as 
the use of it demonstrates it advisable. 
It is not born grown, like Adam was, 
but the people are its creators and 
ean hereafter hold it to fit the exigen- 
cles of the city as it grows. 

I have no harsh language for those 
who disagree wtih me.
